THE SCENE ABOUT THE JAIL. 

The scene about the jail this morning is 
unique. The office of the jail has been given 
up completely to the large corps of newspaper 
reporters, and a squad ef them are scribbling 
away on every table, window sili and every 
projection tbat offers rest for paper. | he 
newspaper reporters remainedallnight. The 
private office of the warden has. been trans- 
formed temporarily into a telegraph office,and 
before nine o'clock eight instruments were 
clicking a merry accompaniment td the 
gloomy preparations going on insidg,the jail. 
At nine o'clock there was a constant stream 
uf: persons coming into the jail. The scene 
outside was like that of some great gala occa- 
sion. Some enterprising colored men had 
erected booths from which they dispensed 
lemonade, cakes and other refreshments to 
the weary and thirsty people, who began be- 
fore 9 o'clock to assemble in the road in front 
of the jail Mounted messengers speeding to 
and from the city and carriages bringing vis- 
itors to the jail, kept a-continual cloud of 
dust hovering over the road that winds 
through the wide common that lies between 
the jail and the city. , 

GROWING NERVOUS AND FIDGETY. 

After ten o clock Guiteau expressed a de- 
sire to take a bath, and a large tub was 
taken into his cell. At that hour no one, 
seve the “‘death watch,’’ was with him. 
Guiteau nervonsiy disrobed and plunged into 
the bath [t was quite .pparent to the guard 
who was closely watching his every move- 
ment, that.his object in asking for a bath was 
simply to obtain some employment which 
might distract his thoughts from the dread 
contemplation of his approaching death. He 
evinced increased nervousness, and his un- 
certain movements, distrait manner and the 
marked tremor in bis tones when he attempt 
ed to speak, impressed the guard with the be-

TO BE BURIED IN THE JAIL. YARD. 

John W. Guiteau said to a reporter just af- 
ter the execution, that he was glad it was 
over. ‘‘What will be done withthe remains?” 
asked the reporter. ‘‘We will bury: him here 
in the jail, where he will be safe,” said 
Guiteau. ‘‘He will not be taken out of the 
jiil. The spot indicated by the warden as 
Guiteau’s burial wace, isn the same conrt as 
the gallows and a few vai from it,” 

* HOW HE LOOKED.AS HE WALKED TO DEATH, 

Guiteau, when he came 6ut into the roftup- 
da from his cell, looked calm and collecyed, 
but very pale. His arms were pinigned be- 
hind him, and he held his head erect. He 
gazed upon the crowd without flinching. He 
wore a black suit of clothes, and instead of a 
écllar he had a handker¢ghief thrown loosely 
about his neck.

WRITIAG HIS LAST PRAYER. 

Shortly before eleven o’cluck Guiteau called 
for paper and for twenty minutes engeged in 
copying what he called ‘‘His prayer upon the 
scaffold.’ At eleven o’clock Mrs, Scoville 
arrived and besought admission. She was 
laboring under great excitement. John W. 
Guiteau went out to see her and persuaded 
her to make no further atteiupt to gain ad- 
mission. While Pr. Hicks was in the cell at 
eleven o'clock Guiteau made some requests as 
to the execution, and having made copies of 
his “last prayer,’ poem and other writings, 
tore up the.origmals. He had his beots 
blacked, and as the doc.or was leaving the cell 
his dinner was brought in. Guiteau ate 
it with much relish. When Dr. Hicks came 
out of the cell he said the prisoner had not 
the slichtest fear. ‘We have had a pleasant re- 
ligious talk. He feels now that his prepara- 
tion is finished, awd be is ready for the last 
formality; He eommits himself to God with

Tne Frantie Scenes «f the Execution—Mrs. Scoville 
Outside—Efforts to Get In. 
Special Dispatch to the Constitution. 
Wasuincton, June 30.—The city was full of 
visitors to-day, hundreds of whom made vaiu 
efforts to, obtain admission to the jail. By 9 
o'clock the crowd had began to assemble near 
/the scene of the execution. By noon three 
thousand people were around the jail. Mrs.

A CASE OF CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE.

NEWNAN, Juve 50.--T wo years ago, June 16:h, 

Newt Page, colored, killed his wife in New- 
nan and [eis the country. The governor of- 
fered a revarc of 3100 for him, and about 
eight moaths thereafter a man was arrested 
as Newt Page and lodged in our jail. He 
claimed that he was not the maurderer, and 
upon the trial of the case six witncsses swore 
that be was the murderer, and many others 
that de was not. The judge decided that he 
wasGeorge Spearman and discharged him. 
Nothing more swas heard of Newt untila 
month ago. Mr. Hackney. of Rome, Ga., 
arrested as Newt Page a man who passed. by 
the name of Charles Jackson and. delivered 
him to the sheriff of Coweta county. He de- 
nied being Newt Page, and his attorney sued 
out a writof habeas corpus to have him dis- 
charged. Upon the trial of the case nineteen 
witnesses swore that he was the same Newt 
Page who killed his wife, and about forty 
swore that he was not. The prisoner then 
secured the attendance of some of his old ac- 
quaintances and proved that hé was Charles 
Jackson, and that at the time Newt killed his 
wife the prisoner was in Heard county. So 
the second man was discharged. The most 
remarkable feature in the case was that Newt 
had a scar on his forehead, three omhis face 
and one on his foot, made by an ax, ‘whic! 
stiffened his big toe; he also wore leather 
bands on his wrists. All of these scars the 
prisgners had, and most of the witnesses 
sworn corresponded precisely. He wore bands, 
and his big toe was stiff from the cut he had 
received on his foot. The case has been great- 
ly commented upon, and some:are yet of the 
opinion that he is Newt.

‘Ihe direction of 
the operati¢us was, by Unanimous consent, 
given to Dr. Lam}. Lt had been the intent of 
the surgeons to begin by making a plaster 
east of the brain, with a view to the perma 
nent presentation, in that form, of 1ts con 
fiyuration aud external characteristics, but 
the organ was found to be so sottand yielding 
as to render this impractical! Kesort was, 
theretore, had. to photosrapay. On accourt 
of the lateness of the hour and of the dull 
and overcast sky. tue preparation were neces- 
sdrily hurried, but after placing the brain on 
aiiass of churl hair, such used in up 
holstery, and disposing it in tt form which 
ithad during life,a nugbervof :egatives were 
taken -of it from various points of view, with 
Mivre or less succes: sfulresults.

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THE RESULT INDICATED, 

The result of th: weet upon the body of 
Giiiiteau, so far they can be learned to- 
Night from the sureons who were present, 
may briefly be stated as follows: After sur- 
Veying the body rertully, the surgeons pro- 
cedded to lay open the brain cavity -and 
thorax, and examine the organs therein econ- 
tained. The brain was found to weigh forty- 
Dine and a haii oun: which 18 little more 
than the weight of the average human brain. 
It was well formed and presented no 
ternal’ evidences of disease or lesion 
The lungs and heart were in then 
normal condition: but there was a slig flit rut- 
fling aorata in the vicinity of the heart. The 
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neck was not dislocated or fractured as the: 


surgeons at first supposed, but there was a 
rupture of the sternocleidolastaid muscle on 
both sides, as well as of the thyrohysid mem- 
brane. It follows, therefore, that death re 
sulted from Suffocation, and not from disloca- 
tiof of the spinal vertebra. A _ partial 
examination was made of the abdominal 
viscera, but it had not been completed at the 
..time the autopsy Was suspended. Thespleen 
wa: found to be considerably enlarged, its 
Weight being 15 ounces, or more than twice 
that of the normal spieeh. The other abdom- 
inal organs, far as they were examined, 
presented no unusual features. The report 
of the surgeons who are engayed in making 
the autopsy, will probably not be ready for 
publication before next Wednesday.
